W illiam A. and Robert Pinkerton related to 
a United Press reporter the truo story of the 
search for and capture of the g ang eng ag ed 
in the robbery of the Adams express messen­ 
g er on ¡i train of the St. Louis 
San 
Fra tic iseo railroad, Get. 2.5, 
Im m ediately after tho robbery the Pinker- 
ten ag ency, of this city, received a dispatch 
from tlie superintendent of tho Adams Ex­ 
press in HE Louis requesting detectives to 
come immediately to that city to tako charg e 
of the investig ation into the case. Rob *rt Pink­ 
erton was detailed for the purpose, and with 
a force of operatives left for -St. Louis. Their 
first work was to secure a list of all employes 
of the express company who had boon dis­ 
charg ed during tho year, and to ascertain 
their whereabouts. 
One of these discharg ed 
employ« ? « , named W. W. Haig ht, was sus­ 
pected of being connected with the robbery, 
and he was carefully traced up. 
He w as dis­ 
charg ed on suspicion o f having taken valua­ 
bles from express packag es. 
Haig ht was 
found to have been in Chicag o until Oct. 27, 
when he left, ostensibly for Florida, and a 
day or two later his wife received a consid­ 
erable sum of money from her husband in a 
letter. 
Part of the time Haig ht had been m Chi­ 
cag o he had driven a Wag on for Fred W itt- 
rock, a coal an« l wood dealer on Lake street, 
and had also been driver for Tom Weaver, 
whose wife kept a laundry on West Lake 
street. 
In making inquiries about Haig ht in 
Chicag o it was learned that W ittrock was 
absent from his place of business, having 
g one with Toni Weaver, it was stated at his 
place of business, to Arkansas on a hunting 
excursion, carrying two valises, a shot-g un. 
and an army musket. 
The detectives were 
startled to find that Wittrook’s description 
exactly answered that furnished by Fother- 
ing hnni, the express messeng er, of “ J im 
Cumming s,” the man who ha-1 committed 
tho robbery. 
They obtained some of the 
bills which Wittrock had tendered his cus­ 
tomers lor coal and wood furnished, and 
these were taken to St. Louis and compare* 1

In the former’s pocket 
were found two 44-caliber g uns.

Madison street,” whereupon the thief looked 
relieved.

and Georgia for 1888 is 1,515,000 tons, of 
which Alabama 
is expected 
to produce 
1,040,000 tons. Tennessee 425,000 tons and 
Georgia 50,000 tons.

Tho attacking party 
wore masks. 
No indications of trouble 
were noticed until the train reached Frank­ 
lin street, when the masked men ran out and 
bombarded the car with stones. 
Conductor 
Wright, both policemen and the gripman 
were struck. The men then boarded the car, 
and a fight for its possession ensued. 
In the 
melee Conductor Wright tore the mask off 
of one of the men and recognized him as 
George IV. Kelly, a striker. He was arrested 
later. 
During the melee the grip car was un 
coupled and set adrift on a down grade. 
It 
ran to tho company’s shops and into another 
grip, demolishing both. 
The gripman was 
badly beaten and is now in the hospital.

cars were run Monday night, 
but the com­ 
pany’s officials say they are enlisted for the 
w a r and they will run their cars or know 
why.

The sullen boom of a gun will 
bring them forth to meet the rush and sting 
cf chilling sleet, w hen night's darkness lies so 
heav y on the earth that sight is impossible. 
Cu mtu ck bar h as lo n g been a fav o rite re­ 
p o rt o f min e, mo re fro m a

memo ry , p erh ap s, th an 
fro m 
its actu al 
pleasures. Htill, I fin d in its w ildn ess, an d 
in th e p ecu liar, seemin gly wreck-h au n ted, 
atmo sp h ere th at is its h eritage, an an tido te 
fo r th e to il o f a life th at h as seen bu t few 
o th er ch an ges besides th e an n u al 
v isits to ita 
barren wastes du rin g th e seaso n wh en game 
was to be fo u n d alo n g its sh o res.

I was ro amin g th ro u gh th e market at No r­ 
fo lk, h av in g been called th ero by bu sin ess, 
wh ich , wh ile giv in g me man y sp are h o u rs, 
still n ecessitated a stay o f sev eral day s, wh en 
I saw so me fin e du cks ex p o sed fo r sale, v erit­ 
able can v as backs, an d p lu mp as j» artridges 
fresh fro m a bu ckwh eat stu bble. As I was 
to start fo r h o me th e n ex t mo rn in g, a desire 
to beco me th e o wn er o f so me o f 
these to o k 
p o ssessio n o f me, wh ich th eir o wn er 
was quick 
to p ercei v e. 
“ Better take a pair or two o f ’em; they’re 
right good, young and fat and tender,’’ he 
raid, looking up at me with eyes so full of 
kindliness, and yet so woful with sorrow, that 
I was startled and did not answer immedi­ 
ately, 
“ They're fresh as a nor'cust gale on Curri­ 
tuck,’’ he went on; “ I know it, fur 1 shot ’em 
myself."

o n alo n g th e beach were p iled bo x es an d 
bah ft, carefully cov ered by fragment* of the 
deck nnd bulwarks. 
As we nenred one of th<**\ a figure, 
roughly clad in a brown» tarpaulin suif, itsn 
from a silting ¡xrdur* 1 « neat h n rudely 
fo rmed Cu t o f rent can v as, and 1 n w lie fo p * 
mo tin * itinn I had met in the market at Nor 
folk two years prev ious. 
“ There's Currituck J oe,” taid my guide. 
“ He's Ix-en a lookin' out for the goods.” 
The man ap p ro ach ed, 
walking with n cu ri­ 
o u s, fdmfiling gait, as th o u gh 
deprecating 
an y adv erse criticism th at id- aj jxaranet* 
migh t aro u se. 
“Go o d mo rn in ’,” h e said, bo wit g av v k 
wardly. 
“ Good morning, J oe,” I answered, extend 
In" my hand* 
He took it hesitatingly, but my strong 
grasp seemed to reassure him, and I thought 
that he straightened up as he felt it. 
“ lie you one of the insurance men?” he 
asked. 
**No, the ship belonged toour house, and the 
cargo w as consigned to tis,” 
“ There's not much of it left for anybody, 
laitl J oe. 
“ 1 see that there is but little; where are the 
men that wen* sav ed if” 
“ Gone north. 
There was only three; the 
rest got w ashed away by a sea just as the ship 
it ruck.” 
“ How were the three sav ed?” 
“ Oh, a boat put out to ’em, as soon as there 
.v as light enough to show they were left.” 
With a natural modesty, J oe refrained 
from saying thut he was the man who spurred 
the boat’s crew into action, and led them in 
to their successful struggle for those three 
Uv ea 
Hav ing no special call to hurry back to 
Now York, 1 wro te a letter to the firm, giv 
fug them the information needed to guide 
them regarding the insurance, and dispatch- 
Ing this to the nearest postoffiee by the boat 
that had brought me to the Ihm, accepte« 1 
J o e s inv itation and spent the next week with 
him. 
We had a short gale the next night 
after our arriv al, but J«h* called it a baby 
affair; and as the sun shone out the next day 
and the <di< Kiting was good, I thought he must 
be right, though the wind that hail shook thf 
hut and roared across the bar in the early 
watches of the night, sending great masses of 
sand sweeping in from the sea and far out on 
the sound w as as fierce as any I had ev er 
h« ard. 
When f fi*ft the bar J oe pressed me to v isit 
him again next year. 
Afo r my return to Norfolk I sent him a box 
full of pip**, tobacco and fishing nnd hunting 
stuff I had found out he would like, adding a 
large can of whisky, a ! lev erage housed when 
a storm bad wet him to the sk::i and chill« xl 
liis blood, and only at that time; and shortly 
after my arriv al home receiv ed a simple, but 
whole-souled fitter of thanks. 
The first day of the next Decern lier found 
me in Norfolk on my way to Currituck, and 
1 icached J«k?\s hut one ev ening just as the 
sun sunk in a glory of am lier and pink that 
mud« * the sound look like a v ast sheet of dor- 
mant llume. 
J oe was away, hut the door was open, and 
hav ing stowed my traps and some boxes I 
had brought for him, I threw n lot of « Irift- 
wood on tin* smouldering embers, and soon 
had a glowing fire, lighting the rudely fur­ 
nished room, in whose corners the gathering 
twilight had made deep shadows. 
J oe came in shortly after the tin* had got 
well under way and gav e me a cordial greet­ 
ing, and a v ery fav orable report as to the 
prosjiects for a good two weeks' sport.

were out early the next morning, and for 
fiv e day* had excellent weather and fine 
shooting, but the morning of the sixth day 
brought a change. The sky was cov ered 
with a thin gray v apor, and the sun shone in 
this like a great red ball.

Then J oe, who had clambered to the t«>p 
of a sand dune, cried: “ There she comes,” 
and hastening t«> his si« le, I saw what se»*m«*«l 
a huge wall of white foam rushing shore­ 
ward.

We found shelter in a low shed made of 
wreck drift, and there watche« !' the sea.

was a grand and a wild sight, that tumult of 
water with the wind surging ov er it, and 
there was a fascination in it that must lie 
felt to lie known. As we stood watching this 
tempest-painted picture, a man came swiftly 
down the beach, the win« l driv ing him before 
it. 
He made for our shelter, and, as soon as 
he could regain the speech that the gate had 
depriv ed him of, said: 
“ There's a schooner trying to draw off 
shore abov e us, but 1 don’t think she can 
weather the point yonder.” 
J oe sprang toward tho beach. 
“ We must hav e the boat ready," he said. 
There were sev eral men in the shed, and 
on«* asked: 
“ Do you know thf* v essel?” 
“ Yes, it is Mark Ward's schooner. 
1 know 
her by the yellow square on her quarter.” 
I noticed that thegien turned their glances 
toward J oe, an« l that his face grew peculiarly 
hard ami white; but it was only for a mo­ 
ment. and then it assumed the old look, only 
a strength and firmness came to the eyes that 
made them burn with a strange brilliancy. 
He seemed more erect, too, as be grasped a 
line that hung against the wall of the shed, 
and there was a tone of command in his ! 
v oice, as he said: 


"Co me bo y s, we h av e n o time to lo se,” an d 
wen t o u t, an d do wn th e beach , battlin g with 
th e win d that alrro st to o k h im o ff h is 
feet. 
Wo followed, an« l m«>u reached r* low build­ 
ing, In which tho men who were J oe’s com­ 
panions, and I»«*, kept a small but serv iceable 
lifeboat.

The wind was from tho northeast, and us this

watche« l the vckh«1 to the northward, as she 
made desperate fight for an offing. 
“Sh e etpkt reach out beyond th e p o in t,” 
said o n e, “fo r she co n t <*arry sail en o u gh .” 
Th e sch o o n er was u n der sh o rt can v as, 
h av in g clo se reefs in all h er sails; an d still th o 
win d seemed to bu ry h « ;r in sp ray , as it dro v e 
h er do wn to ward th e ran d. 
To sp read mo re 
sail was imp o ssible, as th at already set 
was strain ed to its u tmo st cap acity , an d a 
larger su rface wo u ld brin g u p o n it mo re 
p o wer th an it co u ld bear. 
“No , sir, sh e can ’t reach o u t bey o n d th e 
p o in t,,” sai« l th e eldest man o f th e gro u p , “an d 
it sh o als fearfu lly th en *. 
I do n 't th in k th ere 
is mu c h ch ain s fo r eith er v essel o r crew.” 
Again th e rn en tu rn ed to ward Jo e with th o 
stran ge lo o k 1 h ad befo re* n o ticed, bu t h o 
made n o sign . 
All th is time th e sch o o ii« h ad lieen draw­ 
in g n earer, driv en o n by th ** cru el gale, an d 
sign als fo r h elp were n o w flu n g o u t, sh o win g 
th at h er crew h ad giv en u p all h o p e o f reach ­ 
in g th e o p en water bey o n d th e jio in t. 
Jo e, seein g th is, remo v ed h is waterp ro o f 
su it an d step p ed in to th e bo at. 
A co il o f 
small lin e lay in th e stern , its en d ru n th ro u gh 
a falr-leader. 
Th is en d h e p assed to th e men 
o n sh o re, an d th en 
sat do wn an d gru sp eil 
an o ar. As h o did so h is co mp an io n s seized 
th e bo at an d gav o h er a sh o v e clear in to th e 
water, th ree o f th em sp rin gin g in with J« x \ 
Th en , with stro n g, steady stro kes, th ey ben t 
to th eir w« irk an d th e bo at sh o t fo rward 
just 


ms a lo u d, desp airin g h ail cam« sounding in 
o n tho win d. 
Wo look« Kl seaward 
and saw that the 
sch o o n er h ail 
grounded and was lying broad­ 
side to th e wav es, which were rolling on 
bo ard o f her in huge musses. 
Their force 
was terrific and they scxm drov e her stern 
around, each blow making her masts tremble 
like reo« Is. This new position was an ea-ier 
one for the v essel, bu t the men said that she 
would not last long, us th«* sea* were growing 
and tho win« l still kept rising. 
We saw hi r 
men clinging to the rigging, but our main 
iut<TCst was «’entered in tin * l« >at, which was 
making slow progress out toward her. 
It 
was n linnJ battle atul a desperate one, for 
the wav es came rolling in , heav y und touui- 
crowned, ami the wind roared along, tossing 
th<*ir curling crests far up the sand. 
But J« x* and his companions were stout 
an d fearless an d h ad often been in similar 
positions, and slowly they neared the ground 
5d craft. Often, howev er, it looked as though 
they woufil lie Hung ba« *k, and at other 
times wo lost sight cf the boat and thought 
her swamped. Then she would appear once 
more, anil keep on toward her g« xal. 
The 
schoonei made a lec of smooth water, and 
after a half hour of work that seemed more 
than human, th« * lioat ran into this, and we 
sent her a cheer of hope*; but it was too soon, 
for the next instant a huge wav e swept around 
the v essel's bow, an« l, coining ov er her side, 
caught the lifeboat and flung it in on the deck. 
We saw sonio struggling forms, but could 
distinguish nothing, for the sprays were driv ­ 
ing bet ween the masts, env eloping the men a s 
in a mist. We also saw that they were get­ 
ting the small line clear, anti soon a signal 
told us to haul it ashore. We did so, bringing 
a stout tow-liim, which we could see the men 
make fast to the schooner's mainmast as soon 
as we ha« l the end secured to a heav y spile 
sunk in the sand. Then we saw them work­ 
ing at the lifeboat, and in a little time she 
was launched, and a itrnp form passed care­ 
fully into her. 
The men then pulled slowly toward the 
shore by the line, a dangerous undertaking, 
as the wind made the now heav ily loaded 
boat surge fearfully, and the wav es bore 
down on her as though they would sweep 
her from sight. 
But she battled on, and in 
a short time, though it seemed ages to us, 
reached the smoother water under the lee of 
the smaller point and was soon drawn well 
up <m the beach. 
We gathered round the boat anil I was 
shocked to se*\ lying m the stern sheets, the 
pale, still face of Cuiwtuck J oe. 
A ghastly 
cut on his head was oozing blo« xl nnd there 
was the unmistakable sign of death’s near- 
ness about him, which sent a chill to my 
heart. 
The presence of life ev en now was 
only discernible by a slight twitching of th« 
lips, the ev idence, as I knew, of intense suf­ 
fering. 
“ Flung against her mast,” said one of the 
boat’s crew, in answer to an inquiry. 
“ I 
knew he woufil giv e bis life away for some 
one, but <1 i« in't think it would be for Mark 
Ward.” 
A stout man was standing near by fixik- 
ing at J oe's white face with tear-wet eyes. 
His breast was heav ing, showing thut his 
heart was throbbing fiercely, and when he 
heard the words, he said: 
T am sorry, boys; I wish it was me lying 
there instead of J oe.” 
Though curious to know the meaning of 
these, to me, strange words, I felt that J oe 
should be attended to, and had him carried 
to his home.
